Today; ‘House Is Bitter 
Over -French ‘Alliance.’ 


‘LONDON, March 25.—(4)—Seek- 
ing a path of conciliation in the Lo- 
carno crisis, Great Britain was still 
caught tonight between unreconciled 
French and German claims.

Explanation. 

“The regulation is not retroactive. 
It does not restrict the right of a bank 
to extend credit, whether on securities 
or otherwise, for any commercial, ag- 
ricultural, or industrial purpose, or for 
any other purpose except the purchas- 


ing or carrying of stocks registered on 
a national securities exchange. 

“The regulation does not prevent a 
bank from taking -for any loan col- 
lateral in addition to that required 
by the regulation, nor does it require 
a bank to reduce any loan, to obtain 
additional collateral for any outstand- 
ing loan, or to call any outstanding 
oy because of insufficient collat- 
eral.” 

Thus, it was said, all accounts on 
the books of the banks on May 1 will 
be exempted from the regulation, ex- 
cept, of course, purchases made after 
that date. 

“The maximum loan value applying 
to registered stocks has been fixed at 
45 per cent of current market value, 
which is the percentage now applica- 
ble, under regulation, to three-fourths 
of the trading on the exchanges at the 
present time,” the statement said. 

Exemptions. 

So far as the banks. wer@*concern- 
ed, exemptions wére made‘ for such 
transactions as loans on securities 


from a bank here to a foreign banking 
institution, loans to persons whose to- 
tal indebtedness to the bank, includ- 
ing the loan made does not exceed 
$1,000, loans to brokers and dealers to 
meet emergency needs, and loans to be 
repaid on the same day that they are

made. 
“On and after May 1, 1936.” said | 
the regulation, “no bank shall make 
any loan secured directly or indirect- 
ly by any stock for the purpose of pur- 
chasing or carrying any stock regis- | 


tered on a national securities exchange 
in an amount exceeding the maximum 
loan value of the collateral, as pre- 
scribed from time to time for stocks 
in the supplement to this regulation 
and as determined by the bank in good 
faith for any collateral other than 
stocks.” 

Attached was a supplment saying: 

“For the purpose of Section 1 of 
Regulation U, the maximum loan value 
of any stock, whether or not regis- 
tered on a national securities ex- 
change, shall be 45 per cent of its 
current market value as determined 
by any reasonable method.” 

The margin requirement for pur- 
chasers of stocks through brokers re- 
cently was raised from 45 per cent 
to 55 per cent, but the optional for- 
mula based on past prices of stocks 
at that time was retained. This was 
covered in the so-called “Regula- 
tion T.” 

Optional Plan Out. 


The amendment.to “Regulation T” 
announced tonight, abolishing the op- 
tional “formula” method, will become 
effective April 1. 

Explaining by example the new reg- 
ulations as they will affect banks, a 
federal reserve board official cited 
the following to reporters: 

“A manufacturer desires to a 
from his bank to buy new machinery 
or materials. He offers stocks with 
a market value of $10,000 as collat- 
eral for the loan. 

“For loans of this type, the regu- 
lations do not apply. The bank would 
not be restricted: to lending $4,500, but 
could lend as much ag in its judg- 
ment it felt the manufacturer was en- 
titled. : 
“But« if the manufactprer? wanted 
to use such collateral for a oan <to 
uy more stocks, his loan on the col- 
lateral would be limited to $4,500, 
plus 45 per cent of the market value 
of the stocks he intended to buy, if 
such stocks also were posted with the 
bonk.”’

ressed doubts that a loan could legal- 
fy be made to the county on the tax 
levy when there is no appropriation 
act for the state, and it was decided 
at conferences among county commis- 
sioners and banking officials to spon- 
sor a friendly suit in order to settle 
the question of legality finally before 
the money is actually paid out to the 
county by the banks. 

The test suit is expected to be filed 
within the next few days by a tax- 
payer. - 

Under Georgia law, attorneys said, 
certain levies can legally be madé by 
counties every year whether or not 
there is a state appropriation bill.

The county, which this year 
has obtained the largest loan in sev- 
eral years, can borrow only half the 
amount of the previous year’s income 
from taxes. 

Interest rate on the $2,050,000 1936 
loan is 11-2 per cent, the lowest 
ever granted Fulton county.

Decisive Battle Is Expected 
by Italian Command in 
Few Days. — 


ASMARA, ERITRBPA, Thursday, 
March 26—(UP)—Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie today prepare to throw 80,000 
troops against Italy’s northern forces 
in a battle on which he has pinned 
his last hope of keeping Ethiopia un- 
conquered after 2,000 years of free- 
dom. ' 

The “decisive battle’ was expected 
by the Italian military command with- 
in the next few days, as Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio has decided on one 
more major offeneive on the northern 
front before the rainy season. 

Natives believe the rains may be late 
this year, but it is certain that they 
will be here before the middle of April. 

Emperor Haile Selassie’s troops 
which will attempt to throw back the 
advancing fascist legions will include 
his own 30,000 hand-pieked guards 
and the remnants of the armies of 
War Minister Ras Mulu Getta and 
the Rases Kassa, Siyoum and Imru. 

It was undetstood*the Conquering 
Lion of Judah, carefully- concealing 
himself from Italian aviators, is per- 
sonally directing preparations for his 
“last stand,” which, it is likely, will 
occur onthe shores of picturesque 
Lake Ashangi._ 

Lake Ashangi lies to the south of 
Mount Alagi.

The treaty is in effect from Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, to December 31, 1942. 
It will be open to signature at any 
time by any country which signed the 
London treaty. 

If practicable, a new conference 
will be held in 1941 to frame a new 
pact “for the reduction and limita- 
tion of naval armaments.” 

Capital ships are limited to the 
present maximum of 
standard displacement. ‘Their guns 
will be held to 14-inch caliber provided 
other parties to the Washington treaty 
(Japan and Italy) conform—otherwise 
the maximtiim will be 16 inches. 

Aircraft carriers are reduced from 
the present treaty maximum of 27,500 
tons to 23,000, guns not to exceed 
6.1-inch. 

Cruisers are restricted to 8,000 tons 
and a six-year holiday declared on con- 
struction of present maximum 10, 
ton cruisers; guns limited to 6.1-inch. 

Submarines Limited. 

Submarines are limited to the pres- 
ent 2,000 tons; guns to 5.1-inch. 

The protocol of the ‘signature pro- 
vides: ‘ 

“If, before the coming into force of 
the above mentioned treaty, the naval

Judge Underwood’s ruling broke 
like a thunderclap as United States 
Attorneys Lawrence 8S. Camp and M. 
Neil Andrews fought to sway the 
court’s judgment and uphold _ the 
lyrical honor of the G-men. Seldom 
have these etory-book heroes found 
their methods criticized, but from 
Judge Underwood's ruling there is no 
appeal for the government, outside 
the courtroom, the 
corridors. nervous and dumbfounded. 

Government Rests. 


Within five minutes, United States 
Attorney Andrews announced that the 
government was resting its tase. 
Later, as court abruptly adjourned un- 
til 10 o’clock this morning, Andrews 
announced that a dozen or so wit- 
nesses that the government, is not 
calling just now, will be offered in re- 
buttal. 

Flanagan is accused of the murder 
of Russell Smith, another convict, on 
September 30 of last year. . The pris- 
oners were lined up in the yard out- 
side the commissary when Flanagan, 
according to the government's wit- 
nesses,, stepped out of line and. tossed 
a metal spike at Smith and then 
plunged a knife into his ribs. Smith 
was taken to the hospital and 10 days 
later he died. 

The government offered no facts 
yesterday to indicate why Flanagan 
had murdered Smith. It is expected 
that these motives will be revealed by 
the witnesses who are being held for 
rebuttal, after the defense has out- 
lined its story: of the feud between 
Smith and Flanagan, 

Flanagan, it was revealed yesterday, 
was locked up in “solitary” after the 
crime and saw no one until Robert 
C. Hendon and Erwin C. Wenig, the 
two agents, visited him October 19— 
20 days after the crime was commit- 
ted—after interviewing every witness 
to the affair. They told him that they 
had obtained the story ‘from other 
prisoners and guards of the peniten- 
tiary and that he had better tell the 
truth. It was here that Judge Under- 
wood stepped in, while the jury was 
out of the room, delved deeply into 
the methods that were used in obtain- 
ing the statement and ruled it out. 

“Flattery, hope or fear cannot be 
used in obtaining statements,” said 
Judge Underwood, as he discussed 
freely the problems of the third de- 
gree. 

“These officers oBtained their facts 
and then let this man know they had 
these facts from other sources. That 
is intimidation.” 

While questioning Agent Hendon, 
Judge Underwood asked: 

“How did you let this man under- 
stand his constitutional rights? What 
explanation did you offer him?’ 


“I don’t understand, your honor,” 
said Hendon. 

“Oh, I think you do,” 
judge, sharply. 

“He told the story frankly,” said 
Hendon. 

“Without any prompting?” asked 
the judge. 

“Well, when he first came in he 
shid he didn’t want to talk until he 
saw a lawyer.

ACCOUNTING DAY TO COME 

The financial affairs of no Amer- 
ican state have ever been in so mys- 
terious, or clouded, a condition as 
are those of Georgia today. 

Nobody beyond the inner circle 
of the dictatorial Sanhedrin headed 
by the Governor has the slightest 


pi\idea of the status of the state’s 


finances. 

’ The taxpayers of the state are 
denied ahy information as to how 
much money there is in the treas- 
ury, how much has been placed to 
the credit of the various depart- 
ments, how much they are receiving 
from day to day, or what they are 
doing with it after they get it. 

Upon receipt of a demand from 
one of the counties for the money 
due it by the state, it is reported 
that the so-called state treasurer 
dipped into his vest pocket and 
handed the representative of the 
county a $5,000 bill. 

Whether or not this astounding 
story is true, we do not know. Prob- 
ably it is not, but it at least offers 
an apt illustration of the dangerous 
and irregular—if not actually illegal 
— manner in which the money of 
the taxpayers is being handled as 
the result of the chaos created by 
the Governor's willful and stubborn 
acts. 

If the state’s funds are not being 

literally carried around in vest pock- 
ets, they are. certainly under the 
autocratic administration of an in- 
dividual who seeks to exercise the 
right to do what he pleases with it 
without regard to the clearly set 
forth provisions of the law and 
without any accounting whatsoever 
to the people of the state. 
. So far as anybody knows, they 
may be in his vest pocket, in the 
crown of his hat, or in a cracker 
box.

The/war party 
was in favor of attacking’ first, back 
in February and June last\year, when 
it would have been possible to sweep 
the Italians into ‘the eea.\ Secondly, 
the negus is blamed for having im- 
ported foreign military advisers, who 
are now blamed with the negus for 
the worsening military ere. There 
i¢ not any question in my mind but 
that the foreign military advisers did 
more bad than good. They tried to 
convince the various Ethiopian com- 
manders to fight according to Euro- 
pean tactics. 
caused a lot of confusion and every 
defeat may be directly attributed to 
the fact that the Ethiopian warriors 
did not stick to their old guerrilla 
methods.

I am convinced that there would 
have been an upheaval in Abyssinia 
ere this, if it were not for the bitter 
jealousy, the detestation I might well 
say, which exists between the dif- 
ferent rases and their cliques ,of poli- 
ticians in Addis Ababa. In the meas- 
ure that the realization dawns that 
Italy is advancing, the rases seek to 
unload the growing’ dissatisfaction 
upon the foreigners. The whites are 
blamed for everything. There is a 
noticeable change even in the attitude 
of the formerly so friendly rural pop- 
ulation. The haughtiness, the incivil- 
ity, the crude chicancery of every fel- 
low who has a little authority is in- 
credible.- I predict that if Ethionia 
should be: victorious in this war: life 
will be made almost impossible for a 
white man in this country.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Many misguided persons believe 
they do better work, accomplish more, 
work faster, when they have had a 
drink of two of alcoholic beverage or 
liquor. Then under the effects of 
alcohol they are likely to be arbitrary 
about this and to express contempt 
or intolerance for any scientific or 
factual evidence to the contrary. 

Medical scientists have generally 
assumed that a limited quantity of 
alcohol can be oxidized or burned and 
utilized in the body as fuel instead of 
They have thought that the en- 
ergy yielded by the combustion of 
this limited quantity of alcohol is ag 
available or applicable in the per- 
formance of muscular work ‘as it is 
in providing heat. But more accurate 
investigation of the metabolism of al- 
cohol in the body has recently shown 
that alcohol cannot be used in the 
performance of muscular work, but 
only for heating the body. The per- 
formance of muscular work demands 
food, not merely fuel; the food fuel 
required for muscular work is sugar, 
the blood sugar, glycogen, glucose, dex- 
trose, and that is derived from carbo- 
hydrate food—starches and sugars. 

This being so, there can be no 
scientific or common sense ground for 
the notion that alcohol: is a “food.” 
Even as a fuel to provide heat it is 
without practical value except in con- 
ditions where the patient is unable to 
take proper food. It must be remem- 
bered that just as soon as a person 
takes more alcohol than the limited 
amount the body can oxidize, burn 
and utilize as fuel (the excess gives 
a perceptible odor of alcohol or alde- 
hyde on the breath), the effect of the 
mild intoxication is to cause increased 
loss of body heat, through the with- 
drawal of blood from the internal or- 
gans to the surface where it remains 
too long cooling off, in the relaxed 
arterioles. This action of alcohol ex- 
plains why a person ex to ex- 
treme cold is more likely to freeze 
to death if he has been drinking. 

Because the first effect of alcohol 
is to depress or lull the higher brain 


functions, such as judgment, the} black 


drinker himself is incapable of per- 
ceiving these effects of a drink or two. 
He thinks he is stimulated, when in 
fact his consciousness is half asleep. 
When guests at a party “wake up” 
under the influence of cocktails, wine 
or other alcoholic beverage they are 
really falling asleep, so far as the 
exercise of reason and judgment and 
discretion and intelligence are con- 
cerned. ‘Repeated drinks still further 
drug or abolish the consciousness and 
then even the slightly tipsy observer 
can see that the more tipsy ones are 
behaving badly. But always the drink- 
ers think they are doing well. 
Actual measurements of reaction 
time prove that a person who has had 
one or two drinks of alcoholic liquor 
is slower by from one-fifth to two- 


fifths of a second in responding’ to a | ¢) 


signal or a danger sign, and is there- 
fore unfit to drive an automobile, for 
tragic accidents can happen in one- 
fifth or two-fifths of a second—and do 
happen every hour, though in -this 
country the offender is rarely held 
accountable for his criminal negli- 
gence. Such drunken drivers evade 
responsibility by pleading they were 
not intoxicated, just had a drink or 
two, and there is plenty of ordinary 
and expert testimony available, at a 
price, to satisfy any jury on that 
point. Besides, the law in this coun- 
try leaves the definition of intoxica- 


tion to the lawyers. It makes lots his

JAPANESE-SOVIET 
CLASH IS REPORTED 


Border Fight Said To Have 
Resulted in Several 


Deaths. 
MOSCOW, March 25.—(UP)— 
Japanese troops invading soviet ter- 


ritory were killed and wounded in 
two clashes on the soviet-Manchukuo 
border, official dispatches from Kha- 
barovsk reported today. 

The Khabarovsk dispatches report- 
ed that seven Japanese _ soldiers 
crossed the border into soviet terri- 
tory at 10 a. m. in the vicinity of 
Khunchung. 

After they had proceeded 250 yards 
across Russian territory they were 
fired on by soviet frontier guards at- 
tached to the far eastern red army. 

This unit returned the fire. 

Skirmishing continued for a half 
hour when the Japanese retired, leav- 
ing two dead on soviet soil. 

Five red frontier guards were in- 
arg in the first Khunchung skir- 
mish 

Subsequently a group of 50 Ja 
anese soldiers equipped with machine 
guns crossed into soviet territory at 


et p. m. 

After they had travelled about 250 
yards in segviet territory they were 
fired on by an undetermined number 
of red frontier guards. 

Firing continued for several hours 
before the Japanese retreated, leaving 
several dead and wounded. Khaba- 
rovsk dispatches reported the soviet 
forces also suffered dead and 
wounded. 

The soviet foreign office has ordered 
its ambassador in Tokyo to file im- 
mediately a vigorous protest with the 
Japanese government.

U. S. COURT RULES 


Embargo on Arms to Bolivia, 
Paraguay Held Uncon- 


stitutional. 
NEW YORK, March 25.—()—The 
congressional resolution under which 
President Roosevelt embargoed export 


of arms to Bolivia and Paraguay in 
the Gran Chaco dispute was ruled 
unconstitutional today by Federal 


court. 

The decision nullified one. count of 
indictments charging the Curtiss- 
Wright Export’ Corporation and other 
defendants with conspiring to sell 15 
machine guns to Bolivia, but govern- 
ment prosecutors said they would 
press other counts charging false cus- 
toms declaration. 

Judge Byers in sustaining a defense 
demurrer held that the resolution did 
not make “a valid delegation of power 
to the executive” because it permitted 
him to act on opinion and not upon 
a finding of fact. 

The court used the Schechter case 
decision invalidating the National Re 
covery Act in pointing out that there 
was clear demarcation “between a 
true finding of fact and a formula- 
tion of an opinion concerning future 
possibilities.”

ON MELON SHIPMENT 


Southern Producers Face 
Ruin Under PresentTariffs, 
Says Public Service Head. 


The Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to put 
into effect a drastically reduced rate 
on watermelon shipments from Geor- 
gia to northern cities. 7 

The ptition was drawn’ dnd -pre- 
sented to the I. C. O. by Commission- 
er Tom K. Davis, acting chairman 
of the state board. Davis said that 
because of high freight. rates Geor- 
gia melon growers had obtained only 
a small percentage of the crop’s fi- 
nancial yield. - 

“The railroads are the only  peo- 
ple making money out of melons,” Mr. 
Davis asserted. “We are asking for 
a rate which will permit the grow- 
ers to get something for their work 
in rasing the melons.” 

The commission also sent a letter 
to Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, asking his assistance in ob- 
taining the rate ‘reduction. 

“There has been a continued up- 
ward trend in the watermelon rate 
structure since 1911,” Commissioner 
Davis informed the I. C. C. A 
Present the rates are practically pro- 
hibitive and unbearable to the water- 
melon growers of the south. ' This 
commission feels that unless the grow- 
ers in. producing areas are given im- 
mediate relief there are grave possi- 
bilities of the collapse of the water- 
melon industry.” 

Commissioner Davis said that he 
was asking the public service bodies 
of other watermelon growing states 
to join in the petition as well as pro- 
ducers’ organizations. Large grow- 
ers who receive melons in the north- 
ern cities also will be asked to help 
bring about the reduction.

President Roosevelt found the new 
Presidential ship, the U. 8. 8. Potomac, 
today at Matthewtown, Great Inagua 
island, the designated meeting place, 
and the fishing flotilla was soon fully

e Potomac is even smaller than 
the destroyer Monaghan which car- 
ried the President to Matthewtown, 
and a real test of its sea worthiness 
is ahead on the high seas. 

r. Roosevelt is a good sailor, but 
a trial is apparently in the offing for 
his fishing companions on the small 
ship. The President conceded with a 
smile before departing if the weather 
got too rough he would transfer to 
the destroyer.

Color is always most important in 
a@ perennial garden. Not that Mrs. 
Crown advises strict adherence to a 
color scheme, say of pink, or blue, or 
yellow, for such effects are apt to be- 
come monotonous. But she suggests 
that you plant together colors that 
harmonize, and separate those that 
seem to “swear” at each other. For 
instance, you would not plant yellow 
against red. “However, red is al- 
ways lovely in the shade,” she says, 
“and a good excuse for planting red 
flowers ie that they attract humming- 
birds.” 

You must consider the type of your 
house too in choosing your colors. If 
it is Spanish architecture, you may 
go in strong for reds and yellows. If 
it is French, the pastel tints, pale 
blues and pinks and yellows, are best. 
If it is English, go in for lots of blos- 
som in a perfect riot of color.

GEN, HORACIO VASQUEZ 
DIES IN SANTO DOMINGO 


'3 Days of Official Mourning 


Ordered for 75-Year- 
' Old” Rebel. 


—— 


SANTO DOMINGO, March 25.— 
()—General Horacio Vasquez, for- 
mer president and a central figure 
in the often stormy political life of 
the Dominican Republic for 30 years, 
died today at the age of 75. 

The government decreed three days 
of official mournjng and also a pres- 
idential funeral for General Vasquez, 
who died at Tamboril. He had re- 
tired from active politics in 1930. 

Born at Ciudad Moca October 20, 

, Vasquez became provisional 
president in 1899 when President 
Ulises Heureaux was assassinated. At 
that time he formed a national party 
which lasted under his direction until 


ave 


He was elected vice president in 
1902. Falling out with President 
Jimenez, he led a successful revolt 
against Jimenez and took over the 
presidency himself. 

In 1908 followers of Jimenez and 
the late President Heureaux rebelled 
in the capital and overturned the 
Vasquez regime. 

From 1908 to 1916 Vasquez fought 
persistently to regain power, organ- 
izing successive revolutions, but could 
not overthrow the existing regime. In 
1916 the United States intervened in 
the republic. 

General Vasquez retired from poli- 
tics until the intervention ended in 
1924 was elected president through 
an alliance of his national party 
with the progressive party, directed 
by Frederico Valaquez Hernandez. In 
1928 Vasquez announced extension of 
his own term urtil 1930, creating 
much opposition, and he was defeated 
in 1930. 

When he retired from politics his 
old followers entered the Dominican 
party directed by General Rafael 
Leonidas Trujillo Molina (now presi- 
dent and dictator).

“One Sunday last year something 
happened that made my mother and 
little sister and me move back to Cuba. 
My father and brother were drowned. 
Now we live with my mother’s family 
in Havana. I came from New York 
only five months ago. 

In the school I go to are boys 
only. I study history of Cuba, arith- 
metic, the geography of Ouba, and so 


tiful buildings, They have hotels, and 
many farms, I will be very glad if 
you will send me an answer. 
“Your unknown friénd, 
“Roberto Rosas.” 

I feel sure that everyone reading 
Roberto’s letter will feel sorry about 
the sad accident which took place in 
his family last year. 

Other pupils in the school he at- 
tends tell me that besides the subjects 
he mentions, they study general geog- 
raphy, nature, farming, drawing and 
writing. 

All the boys who wrote to me from 
Cuba except one have an “o” at the 
end of their given names. The ex- 
ception was Jose. The other given 
names include Eugenio, Florencio, 
Frederico, and Guillermo. 

Another interesting thing about Cu- 
ban names is the custom of a boy 
sometimes (but not always) making 
use of his mother’s name after that 
of his father, joining the two with the 
letter “y” which means “and.” Thus 
one boy signed his name as “Florencio 
Rodriges,” but told me his full name 
is “Florencio Rodriguez y Simeon.” 
This shows that his mother’s family 
name was “Simeon.” 

Two or three of the boys spoke of 
having special interest in Buffalo Bill, 
but said they were not able to find 
out enough about him. I plan to 
send a Buffalo Bill book to their 
school.
